Wrens, Ga., July 27.—(Special.j— 


Hush M. Dorsey, of Atlanta, candidate 
for governor, in a speech here to- 
day denied absolutely that there is 
any inconsistency between his official 
acts in respect to recommending execu- 
tive clemency and his announced po- 
sition upon that question; said that in 
his entire practice at the bar he had 
never represented the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, and denounced as 
“infamously false” the charge that he 
had illegally accepted a fee or any oth- 
er compensation from Mrs. Nelms or 
anybody else for prosecuting Mr. and 
Mrs. Victor Innes. These three points 
comprise the principal charges Mr. Dor- 
sey’s adversaries have made against 
him. 

Mr. Dorsey declared that Mr. Pot- 
tle’s criticism of him for having. rep- 
resented the 
railroad came in bad grace from the 
legal representative of not only the 
Central ef Georgia railroad, but of 
the Georgia railroad, which is owned 
by the Louisville and Nashville. 

He spoke at 10 o'clock, being intro- 
duced by R. V. Harris: He addressed a 
large and enthusiastic audience of Jef- 
ferson county voters, speaking for one 
hour and a half, and receiving a cordial 
reception. 

After leaving here Mr. Dorsey 
stopped at Gibson, where he arrived 
about noon. He was not scheduled to 
make @ regular address. but was to 
make a stop to meet the people there. 
A large crowd had gathered to meet 
him and insisted on him making them 
an address. He agreed and was in- 
troduced by Hon. J. P. Allen and spoke 
about forty minutes in the Glascock 
county courthouse to a large and ap- 
preciative audience.

in the course of his_ speech here Mr. 
Dorsey dealt vigorously with the va- 
rious charges which have been made 
against him by his opponents or by 
unfriendly newspapers, discussing each 
of the charges in detail. 

He prefaced this branch of his 
speech with the statement that when 
he decided to announce for governor 
he understood fully that he would be 
made the target of every possible va- 
riety of misrepresentation and vilifi-

Washington, July °27.—Nearly seven 


hundred millions for national defense in 
the fiscal year 1917 is the aggregate cf 
proposed appropriations reached in the 
senate today with passage of the army 
appropriation bill, carrying in round 
numbers $314,000,000. 

This great total for preparedness still 
is subject to revision, however, because 
the army bill will follow the navy bill 
into conference, where reductions are 
probable despite the firm attitude of 
President Wilson in supporting the lib- 
eral response of the senate to the call 
for adequate defense. 

‘The appropriations for pfeparedness 
as they now stand are as follows: 

Army, $313,970,447.10. 

Navy, $3465,826,843.55. 

Fortifications (passed), $25,/ 

Military academy, $2,218,328.5 

Army and navy deficiency, $27,559,- 
348.05. 

Total, $685,343,017.27. 

As it passed the senate, the army 
bill exceeded the appropriations made 
by the house by more than $131,000,000. 

For Dependent Families. ; 

In the final hours of debate on the 
measure the senate agreed to an ap- 
propriation of $2,000,000 for relief of de- 
pendent families of national guards- 
men and regular army soldiers in serv- 
ice in the Mexican emergency. Distri- 
bution of the fund ig@left to the dis- 
cretion of the secretary of war, but in 
no case shall any dependent family re- 
ceive more than $60 a month.

Doctors Discover

Child Paralysis 


Intraspinal Injections of 
Adrenalin Have Proven 
Effective in All of 50 Cases 
So Treated. 


New York, July 27.—Marked success 
has attended the treatment of fifty in- 
fantile paralysis patients with intra- 
spinal injections of adrenalin, the rem- 
edy recently suggested by Dr. S. J. 
Meltzer, according to a report to the 
health department today by Dr. Ed- 
ward J. Bermingham. In 35 cases, the. 


report says, the symptoms completely | 


subsided, while the other 15 infants are 
said to.be speedily recovering. 

“We feel that Dr. Meltzer’s theory 
has been sustained,” Dr. Bermingham 
said. “We will not say proven, be- 
cause fifty cases cannot prove such 
an important matter.” 

Special matters of caring for the 
patients have been adopted in connec- 
tion with the use of adrenalfn, injec- 
tions of which are made directly into 
the spine every six hours. One of the 
methods is supplying the patients when 
the convalescent period starts, with 
new dolls and toys. A happy state of 
mind is a great remedial measure, Dr. 
Bermingham said. It is expected the 
scope of the experiments will be wid- 
ened and the treatment adminigtered 
to a larger number of sufferers. 

Three more surgeons have joined the 
Staff of Dr. Charles E. Banks, senior 
surgeon of the United States public 
health service, in charge of the goOV- 
ernment’s bureau for regulating inter- 
State travel in connection with te 
epidemic, making a total of twenty-one 
Surgeons now on the staff.

FARM LOAN BOARD 
NAMED BY WILSON 


Location of Federal Land 
Banks Under New Law 
Will Be Undertaken as 
Soon as Possible. 


a 


‘Washington, July 27.—Division of 
the country into twelve federal land 
bank districts and location of federal 
land banks in each of them under the 
new rural credits law will be under- 
taken soon by the federal farm loan 
board, four of ‘whose members were 
nominated today by President Wilson. 
Secretary McAdoo, who, as an ex-officio 
member, completes the board, sald to- 
night, however, that he believed it 
would be impossible to conclude organ- 
ization of the system in less than six 
months and that it might not be in ac- 
tual operation before spring. 

The four men nominated today as 
members of the board are Charles E. 
Lobdell of Kansas, George W. Norris 
of Pennsylvania, W. S. A. Smith of 
Iowa and Herbert Quick of West Vir- 
ginia. The president is expected to des- 
ignate either Mr. Norris or Mr. Quick, 
the democratic members of the board, 
to act as farm loan commissioners and 
executive head of the farm loan Sys- 
em. 

Until the senate acts on the nomina- 
tion no date for a meeting can be set, 
but it was believed probable tonight 
that the members would get together 
within two weeks, 

‘Hearings in September. 

Hearings on the designation of dis- 
tricts and the location of banks prob- 
ably will begin some time in Septem- 
ber. ,The first of these is expected to 
be held here, and most of the state cap- 
itals probably will be visited before 
they are concluded. That will require 
several months, and other’ § technical 
steps provided in the act preliminary 
to actual organization of the banks, 
probably will prevent operation of the 
system ibefore February or March. 

Although in making © his selections 
the president named a lawyer, a bank- 
er, a farmer and an economist, it was 
pointed out tonight that the hoard 
would have little to go on in framing 
its decisions. About the only directo- 
ry provision in the new law is that the 
twelve federal land bank districts shall 
be apportioned with “due regard to the 
‘farm loan needs of the country” and 
that state lines shall not be broken in 
defining districts. 

It was said tonight, however, that 
the board ig locating the banks would 
consider first cities which are near 
farming centers, regardless of size or 
other banking facilities, and that cities 
which were candidates for federal re- 
serve banks, but failed to get them, 
probably would be strongly considered 
for federal land ‘banks. 

Many Loans Asked Already. 

Requests for loans on farm lands un- 
der the law already have been filed in 
large numbers in the treasury depart- 
ment, but no action can be taken on 
them until after the board is organized. 
The board will have offices in the 
treasury department here, as has fed- 
eral reserve board. 

Kach federal land bank must have 
a subscribed capital of $750,000 before 
beginning business. Individuals, cor- 
porations, state governments and the 
United States may hold stock under the 
law, but dividends accruing may not 
be paid the United States as to other 
stockholders. The banks will not come 
‘in diréct contact with farmer bor- 
rowers, but will operate through Na- 
tional Farm Loan associations, corpora- 
tions chartered by the farm loan board 
under authority of gongress and operat- 
ing*in the farming communities where 
loans are sought. 

All loans to be made under the sys- 
tem must be secured by first mortgages 
providing for a mortféation over d 
period of years and interest not ex- 
ceeding 6 per cent. No loan may ex- 
ceed 50 per cent of the walue of the 
land mortgaged and 20 per cent of the 
value of permanent improvements, nor 
be greater than $10,000, nor less than

W. Eichelberger, superintendent of the 
league, declined to do so before Sep- 
tember 20. 

The meeting was held in the Wesley 
Memorial building and it is said to have 
had for its purpose the ousting of Dr. 
Eichelberger as superintendent of the 
Georgia league, following the recent 
sensational row in the league. The 
meeting was attended by Dr. P. A. Ba- 
ker, of Waterville, Ohto, national su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America, and eighteen members of 
the board of trustees of the Georgia 
league. It is understood that those 
present at the meeting felt that they 
were not authorized to take action 
legally and adjourned with the under- 
standing that another meeting will be 
called for a date between August 10 
and August 15, which plan is said to 
have received the approval of Dr. 
Baker. 

Formal Statement Made. 

The meeting was executive and fol- 
lowing adjournment Rev. C. M,. Led- 
better, of Guyton, Ga. who acted as 
chairman, gave out a formal statement 
of the happenings. This statement says 
that “quite a number of matters were 
discussed.” 

It is likely that under this head came 
several events not covered in Dr. Led- 
better’s statement, but which, it is un- 
derstood, took place. 

[t appears that shortly after the 

meeting convened the discussion arose 
as to whether the trustees had au- 
thority to act. The constitution and 
by-laws of the organization were called 
for and it was stated that these docu- 
ments were in the keeping of Dr. Ei- 
chelberger, who did not favor and was 
not present at this meeting, whereupon 
a committee was appointed to call upon 
Dr. Hichelberger and ask him to pro- 
duce the necessary records. 
_ This committee is understood to have 
consisted of George Jones, of Macon;

Hard fighting has commenced again 
between the British and the Germans 
in the Somme region of France, near 
Pozieres, around Longeuval and in the 
Delville wood. 

The British in the fighting Wednes- 
day night captured an important Ger- 
man trench situated to the north of 


zentin-le-Petit, but were shelled out of 
it Thursday morning by an enfilading 
fire from the German artillery. Anoth- 
attack, however, gave the British 
a foothold in the southern end of the 
trench. 

To the south of Somme the French 
made further progress against the 
Teutons to the east of Estrees. In 
Champagne the Germans raided French 
first trenches near Prosnes, but later 


were driven out in a counter attack 
Bombardments are in progress on vari- 
ous sectors around Verdun. 

l‘urther advances for the Russian 
troops in the Slonevka river region on 
the eastern front are chronicled by Pe- 
trograd. Vienna admits the falling back 
of the Austrians south of Leszniow. 
near Brody, inthe face of superior 
forces of the Russians, and that north- 
east of Brody the Russians gained in- 
significant advantage in violent attacks 
in which the attackers suffered ex- 
traordinarily heavy casualties. In the 
north considerable fighting continues 
between the Germans and Russiahs,

BRITISH CAPTURE | 
GERMAN TRENCH. 


London, July 27.—The official state- 
ment issued by the war office tonight 
reads: 

“Today there has been hard infantry 
fighting to the northeast of Pozieres 
and in the vicinity of Longueval and 
Delville wood. 

“North of the line of Pozieres-Bazen- 
tin-le-Petit we succeeded last night in 
capturing about 200 yards of an im- 
portant enemy trench, which hitherto 
had successfully resisted all our at- 
tacks. 

This morning, after an intense en- 
filade artillery fire, the enemy succeed- 
ed in regaining possession of the whole 
trench, but our troops immediately re- 
attacked and have regained a footing 
in the southern end. 

“On our right flank, after hard fight- 
ing, we have driven the enemy from 
the east and northeast of Delville wood. 
Heavy fighting still continues in this 
vicinity, including Longueval, where we 
regained a portion of the northern 
part of the village. 

“About 1 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing a small enemy party entered our 
trenches immediately west of the 
Ypres-Pilkin road, but were immedi- 
ately driven out, 

“Further south after artillery prep- 
aration, a party of British troopers 
raided the enemy's lines. The Germans 
were encountered in front of their own

New York, July 27.—Statements from 
a number of firms on the British trade 
blacklist insisted today that the new- 


oo . ae ae to Resist 
British Dopgation of American Com- 
merce is not a representative body to 
deal with the question. It was said that 
at least fifty of the blacklisted firms 
have refused to join the organization. 

There was talk yesterday and the 
day before of forming another inde- 
pendent body, but recent developments 
indicating that the United States gov- 
ernment has taken a hand in the con- 
troversy and that the effeet of the Brit- 
ish government’s order would not be 
as severe aS had been feared, caused 
many of. the firms interested to decide 
against action at this time. 

Maurice B. Blumenthal, counsel for 
the Association to Resist British Domi- 
nation of American Commerce, said 
that on account of the changed situa- 
tion he had postponed his intended trip 
to Washington to seek an interview 
with President Wilson. He said, how- 
ever, that ‘he had written to the presi- 
dent asking whether the government 
desired data concerning individual 
cases of loss caused by the blacklist.

RULES COMMITTEE 
REPORT IS CHANGED 


Bill to Allow Grand Jury In- 

spection of Eleemosynary 
Institutions Made Special 
Order. 


It is the unexpected that usually 
happens in the house of representa- 
tives nowadays. So it came about yes- 
terday morning when the house, hav- 
ing met expecting to hurry through 
routine and local bills' and dispose of 
several other measures for the day, 
then launch upon consideration of sen- 
ate bills, found itself precipitately en- 
gaged in arguing whether or not elee- 
mosynary institutions in Georgia 
should be compelled to their 
doors to grand jury inspection. 

The fight was started by Blackburn, 
of Fulton, vice chairman of the house 
rules committee, who moved to reject 
that portion of an adverse report of 
his committee upon the bill of Veazy, 
of Warren county, providing that pri- 
vate sanitariums, charitable and edu- 
cational institutions be subjected to 
inspection by public officials, as are 
all similar public institutions. The 
rules committee, by majority report, 
refused to assign the bill to a place on 
the calendar as a special and continu- 
ing order. The friends of the bill won 
in the house by five more than the re- 
quired two-thirds vote. 

A Surprising Bill. 

Another surprise sprung Thursday, 
and successfully put through, came in 
the form of a local bill affecting the 
city of Lawrenceville. 

It is an innocent-appearing little 
bill introduced by Pharr and Johnson, 
of Gwinnett, placing a strict inhibi- 
tion upon any one holding any office 
in, or position for, the city government 
who is related, either by blood or mar- 
riage, in any degree to the mayor, oF 
any councilman or other city official; 
and it provides further, that no person 
shall be “employed in any capacity by 
an official of said city’? during said ot- 
ficial’s term of office. Thus, hence- 
forth after the enactment of the act— 
if jt should be enacted at all—it will 
be illegal for the mayor or any other 
official of Lawrenceville even to be 
shaved by any one other than himself. 

The bill was poured out of the hop- 
per of local bills, up for third reading 
and. passage. It was read. Nobody 
listened. It was put to vote. Ome or 
two voted “aye” as a matter of habit, 
and no member voted “no.” The speaker 
announced that the bill had passed 140 
to 0 and called for the next Dill. The 
house, of course, knew nothing about 
the bill—didn’t care, tor that matter— 
but just the same it must go to the 
gemate as a piece of house legislation. 

Assignment of Bills.

These bills are to be 
considered in the sequence given, the 
first to follow immediately after the 
consideration of the Lawrence senate 
bill providing for drastic amendments 
to that portion .of the constitution re- 
lating to the judiciary of the state, 
which will be first up this morning as 
unfinished business. 

By motion the resolutions submitted 
by the senate and house joint commit- 
tee regarding the north Georgia &émel- 
ter fumes situation, to the effect that 
the contract between the state and tne 
Tennessee Copper company be renewed, 
was made a special and continuing or- 
der for Thursday, August 1, immedi- 
ately following the order of “unanimous 
consent.” 

This report and set of resolutions 
were submitted first to the senate by 
the joint committee appointed early in 
the session to personally inspect the 
territory alleged to have been damaged 
by the copper company’s operations. 

Mr. Stewart, who announced Wednes- 
day that he would move to reconsider 
the vote of Wednesday afternoon adopt- 
ing a recommendation by. the appro- 
priations committee that an appropria- 
tion of $1,300 be made to complete 
payment upon a silver service given by 
Georgia citizens to the battleship Geor- 
gia in 1907, Thursday announced that 
he had changed his mind, and that -he 
will make his fight before the senate 
committee.

During the grinding of the grist of 
local bills Thursday morning the con- 
fusion became so great several times 
that the speaker was compelled to 
threaten drastic action to maintain or- 
der.

Then, after Davidson had got nicely 
started again, and was getting under 
good headway, Blackburn, of Fulton 
moved that further consideration of 
the bill be continued to a special and 
continuing order next Tuesday, fol- 
lowing the order already fixed.’ This 
lost, and Davidson was just beginning 
to ‘get well under way again when a 
move to adjourn was made. This time 
the motion” carried—at 1 o'clock. 

During the wrangle over the setting 
of the private institutions inspection 
bill, Fullbright, of Burke, first dis- 
claiming any connection with or al- 
legiance to the church, in this matter 
declared that the bill aimed directly 
at the Roman Catholic denomination:

With shipments of Georgia peaches 
|up to last Saturday night amounting 
to 3.118 cars, it is estimated by the 
Georgia Fruit exchange that the ap- 
proaching close of the season for this 
will see a total shipment of 
approximately 3,225.

Elber- 
tas were selling at $2.75 a crate In 
New York the first of this week, and 
it is expected a number of cars of 
good Georgia peaches will sell in New 
York this week as high as $3 a crate. 
The size of the crop has been re- 
duced somewhat, owing to the exces- 
sive rains, which have also caused 
some of the fruit to carry very poorly. 
Sut it has been found that fruit which 
was properly sprayed and cultivated, 
in every instance, was shipped and 
reached its destinations in absolutely 
perfect condition, and realized top- 
notch prices the whole season through 
The importance of spraying is made 
evident by this fact alone, and, the 
exchange points out, will indicate to 
those growers who negiected it this 
year the value of spraying as a purely 
business proposition.

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STRICTER REQUIREMENTS 
FOR PHYSICIANS URGED 


Two Years Collegiate Work in 
Addition to Medical Course 
Is Proposed. 


Representative physicians of the 
state attended the meeting of the 
house committee on hygiene and sani- 
tation Thursday afternoon to discuss 
the bill of L. C Allen, of Jackson, 
amending the present law regarding 
qualifications of practicing physicians 
in the state. The committee took no 
action. 

The physicians bill would require at 
least two years in the collegiate work 
before entrance in the medical school, 
and give a board of medical examiners 
the right to revoke the license of a 
physician who obtained his certificate 
through deception, who was guilty of 
a crime or impersonation or was in- 
temporate in the use of liquors or 
drugs. 

Dr. C. T. Nolan, of Marietta, secre- 
tary of the state board of medical ex- 
aminers, was in favor of the measure, 
especially since it would allow the 
state to recognize mem licensed by the 
national board of examiners, which it 
cannot now do. 

The present qualifications for pre- 
liminary education, a high school di- 
ploma, was declared insufficient by

M’GINTY REPLIES TO BECK 


| Merny County Willing to Pass 
on Beck Bills at Polls. 


J. Roy McGinty, editor of The Chats- 
worth Times, sends the following letter 
in reply to a statement made by Rep- 
resentative E. H. Beck of Murray coun- 
ty, appearing in Thursday’s Constitu- 
tion: 


Chatsworth, Ga., July 27, 1916. 

Editor Constitution: Replying to the 
statement in today’s Constitution of Repre- 
sentative E. H. Beck, regarding the meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce of Chats- 
worth and Murray county, at which his bills 
were unanimously condemned, beg to state 
that your story of the meeting was true in 
every detail, regardless of Mr. Beck's ‘re- 
liable’’ information to the contrary. 

In regard to the invitation to the con- 
ference committee to visit Chatsworth, this 
invitation was not extended by ‘‘a mem- 
ber.’’ I saw personally every member of the 
chamber of commerce accessible at the time, 
found that the sentiment was practically 
unanimous for extending the invitation, and 
s0 wired Colonel Sellers. This invitation 
has never been repudiated as claimed by 
Beck, but on the contrary, was unanimously 
indorsed by the special meeting held Satur- 
day. The secretary of the chamber had 
no authority to act for the body, and wrote 
the letter to the legislative committee with- 
out consulting the members, and at the time 
he tendered his resignation assumed the en- 
tire responsibility for its existence. 

The special meeting of the chamber of 
commerce held Saturday night was not com- 
posed of a few “minute men,” but was at- 
tended by a larger number of its old mem- 
bers than any meefing since its organiza- 
tion. It is true th&t twelve new members 
were enrolled at th meeting, some of them 
having had their plication in for several 
days. But in pledging its support against 
the Beck bills, as Yell as upon every other 
matter coming before the meeting, the vote 
of the body was unanimous, and it would 
have been none the less unanimous had the 
new members remained away. 

Mr. Beck endeavors to convey the impres- 
sion that Secretary Bright dropped the 
ehamber of commerce like a hot brick. But 
it was the other way ‘round. Dr. Bright 
was privately requested to resign, and at 
first protested against doing so at the spe- 
cial meeting. When he finally did so, he 
said nothing about the chamber being a 
“political machine,’’ controlled by ‘‘poli- 
ticlans.”’ On the contrary he stated that 
he had no intention of injuring the town 
and county, and regretted that he had 
done so. 

I am informed this morning that the Beck 
bills have passed, with a clause referring 
the entire matter to the people. This is 
all that the chamber of commerce wanted. 
It is willing to abide the wiil of the peo- 
ple, and the September primary will in- 
| Beate how well it has represented the, sen- 
timent of the people.

While occupying this position 
Teniers made copies of all the pictures of 
this gallery, 200 in number, and afterwards 
published plates for them. In 1663 Tenters 
took active part in founding the Antwerp 
Academy of Fine Arts. About this time he 
seemed anxious to enter the ranks of the 
nobility—his appeal would have been grant- 
ed. but on condition thar ne refrain from 
painting for money.

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CRIMINAL NEGLECT. 


Whatever we may say of failure to pro- 


lay a 


vide for other municipal improvement and > 


maintenance, the city administration’s ac- 
tion in ignoring the necessities of the puble 
‘echool situation approaches very closely to 


criminal negligence. 
The battledore and shuttlecock game, 


which has been going on now for some two 
months over the June finance sheet, has 
held up almost every needed public improve- 
ment, and along with it seriously endangers 
the city public school system, both as to 
efficiency and in the matter of meeting im- 
perative demand upon it. : 

It is not only a question of providing the 
additional room needed to accommodate 
students of the Tech High school and the 
Girls’ High school, but it involves the 
shameful and outrageous failure to supply 
the needed equipment in other schools ready 


and waiting to take care of the children 


eager to attend them as soon as facilities 
are provided. 

In the extension of Atlanta’s school fa- 
cilities there have been added seven grades 
to four schools. These will accommodate 
close to 300 children, and yet not provide 
all the needed room. As yet these seven 
grades are without seats, desks, blackboards 
and other equipment without which there 
can be no school. 

While all Georgia is talking about com- 
pulsory education and the necessity for it 
in th@ building of better citizenship, At- 
lanta shamelessly permits petty politics to 
compel children to stay at home when they 
want to go to school. To equip these addi- 


* tional grades, to provide the needed facili- 


ties to meet demand upon the two high 
schools, and to furnish other school facili- 
ties which the Atlanta system must have, 
some $60,000 is needed and has been pro- 
vided in the June budget as tentatively 
drawn. 

To have met the emergency this money 
should have been available for the boar# 
of education early in June. But administra- 
tive inefficiency has already lost two months 
and promises to lose two more, while At- 
lanta’s children pay the penalty. 

We have appealed repeatedly to mayor 
and council to get down to business for 
Atlanta’s sake, to pass this budget and let 
the work go on: but appeal has fallen upon 
deaf ears. With ‘the coming of the fall 
session hundreds of Atlanta’s children must 
still await the pleasure of council before 
they may have the benefit of»school ad- 
vantages to which they are clearly entitled. 

It ig small wonder that the people of 
Atlanta are ripe and ready for a change. 


NO EXCUSE LEFT! 

Following the action of the senate in 
passing, the Persons law enforcement bill 
with the McCrory amendment, which gives 
any Georgia sheriff charged with malfea- 
gance or dereliction of duty, the right of ap- 
peal to the state supreme court, the house 
of representatives has no excuse whatever 
either to sidetrack, ignore or otherwise to 
fail to pass this bill. 

The one criticism of any consequence 
against the Persons bill, which gives the 
governor the right to remove any sheriff for 
improper conduct in office or failure to per- 
form his duty, was that it placed too much 
power and authority in the governor’s 
hands. ? 

The Constitution has never considered 
this criticism of any substantial force or 
weight, but rather an excuse on the part of 


* , the opponents of the bill for their opposi- 
tion to a measure through which it is pro- | 
-. posed to better Georgia's lynching record. 


never had a governor, and 


probably never will have, whe would abuse | 


this power, were it granted. 

Nevertheless, admitting that there might 
have been some force to the contention, the 
objection has now been wholly removed by 
the McCrory amendment. 

The sheriff who shows the governor that 
he performed his full duty, goes back to 
his post with a badge of honor that must 
strengthen his standing both with his home 
people and the entire state. On the other 
hand, the sheriff who has been guilty of un- 
questionable carelessness and dereliction, 
and whom the governor must order removed 
in compliance with his duty, still has the 
right of appeal to the supreme court, the 
highest tribunal in the state. 

Such a law would do more to stop lynch: 
ing in the state than any other one thing 
that has ever been done. It puts a respon 
sibility upon Georgia sheriffs which they 
should always have borne; to which no 
well-meaning sheriff determined to do his 
duty can enter even the slightest objection. 

With appeal provided for, all remaining 
opposition to this megsure should disap- 
pear. 


ATLANTA’S BETTER DAY. 

The coming of Atlanta’s better day, sig- 
nalized in the candidaey of Asa G. Candler 
for mayor, is commented upon in an edito- 
rial by The Birmingham News, which we 
reproduce today. 

The News not only commends the patri- 
otic and unselfish action of Mr. Candler and 


} , 
congratulates Atlanta upon the opportunity 


which has thus come to her, but takes the 
incident as a text for suggestion to Birming- 
ham in connection with the management of 
her own municipal affairs. Birmfigham is 
urged to secure not one but five leading 
and influential business men to serve the 
city in the capacity of commissioners. 

The splendid effect of Atlanta’s purpose 
to place at the head of her municipal ad- 
ministration a man of the high standing and 
fine type of Mr. Candler is already re-echoed 
in the effort of other cities to build upon 
the same line. 

It ig not only in cities at a distance that 
this effect has been felt, and that Atlanta’s 
purpose to rise above the enfeebling force 
of petty politics has been commended and 
accepted as a pattern, but from alli parts of 
Georgia right here at home comes the same 
approval and the same indications of the 
forcefulness of Atlanta’s good example. 

“There can be no ar nt about it— 
his candidacy is purely a says The 
Birmingham News of Mr. Gandler’s entry 
into the face. The conclusion is correct; 
Atlanta so accepted it from the moment of 
hig announcement. And for her own sake, 
for the better business conduct of her af- 
fairs, as well as for the good impression 
which she desires to establish among her 
friends and neighbors, Atlanta proposes to 
put him in the mayor’s chair by a majority 
so overwhelming that there will be no more 
question as to this community's purpose 
and sentiment. 

Atlanta recognizes that she has too long 
been complacent. She has tolerated petty 
politics until the politiciang have so pre- 
sumed upon her‘ toleration that from year 
to year her business affairs have gone from 
bad to worse, and there is now no hope but 
in a revolution that will dethrone small 
politics and supplant it with constructive 
business administration. 

We could go back over the last few 
months and point to a dozen instances of 
municipal mismanagement and inefficiency 
grown out of small politics. Atlanta is at 
the present moment weighted down under 
the capstone of them all in the failure to 
enact the June budget with its consequent 
stoppage of public improvement and the 
paralyzing of the public school system, 
which must demonstrate its weakness with 
the opening of the fall session by turning 
away hundreds of Atlanta school children 
who are entitled to enjoy its advantages. 

We might string out the list indefinitely, 
but there is not a citizen of Atlanta inter- 
ested in the growth and development of the 
city who is not already so well aware of 
the circumstances as to make this unnec- 


essary. 


Happily, Atlanta proposes now to bring ' 


a speedy end to this sort of municipal weak- 
ness and inefficiency. It will be done in the 
election of Mr. Candler as mayor, and with 
him a council which will support those _poli- 
cies that mean better institutions’ and con- 
structive city progress. 

This much Atlanta has promised to her- 
self and- to her friends at home and abroad, 
and she proposes to do it.

Birmingham News Urges 
That City to Find a 
Leader Like Asa G. Candler 


’ (From The Birmingham News.) 

Atlanta's pride has received a new impe- 
tus. The Georgia capital has a new reason 
to exclaim over the patriotism of her citizens, 
their loyalty and devotion. Her foremost cit- 
izen and business man, Asa G. Candler, has 
responded to the importunities of hundreds 
of the leading men of Atlanta and has be- 
come a candidate for mayor. 

Mr. Candler’s candidacy is an act of patri- 
otism, pure and undefiled. There can be no 
question of that. He is a man of large in- 
terests, a busy man. It means real persona! 
sacrifice for him to run for mayor of Atlanta. 
There can be no honor, commensurate with 
the sacrifice, in being the executive head of 
the municipal government of that enterpris- 
ing city. The matter of salary to him is in- 
consequential. There can be no argument 
about it—his candidacy is purely patriotic. 

Atlanta is in a bad way, in almost as bad 
a way, apparently, as many people say Bir- 
mingham is, though from different causes. 
Atlanta’s government has been mismanaged; 
its finances have been handled carelessly. No 
matter what the source of the trouble, how- 
ever, the city needs a master business man to 
pull it out of the hole. Mr, Candler has ac- 
cepted that thankless role, because he loves 
his city and he loves his peopte. 

Two hundred leading citizens called upon 
him and urged and pleaded with him to 
make the race. Against his own inclination, 
he finally agreed, and at a luncheon Thurs- 
day, at which a thousand business men 
pledged him their enthusiastile support, he 
accepted their informal nomination. 

This is not the first time such a thing has 
happened in Atlanta. A few vears ago, when 
the city was in a bad way, Mr. Robert F. 
Maddox, president of the American National 
bank. a man of large affairs, made the race 
for mayor, was elected by an overwhelming 
“ote and made the city an excellent officer. 
He was one of the men who joined in urging 
Mr. Candler to take up the burden at this 
time. 

Mr. Candler doubtless will have to meet at- 
tack. The petty politicians there. as elsewhere, 
probably will charge him with trying to 
dominate the city. His business supporters 
will have to bear the accusation that they 
are trying to run the city, to the exclusion 
of the man in the street, the man of small 
affairs. But the fact remains that Atlanta 
will be a better governed city, if Mr. Candler 
is elected. He is a great executive, a man 
who knows how to handle great corporations 
successfully: why should he not make a suc-

mingham. Next year Birmingham must elect 
an entire new commission. Five men must he 
chosen to run the city’s affairs for the fol- 
lowing four years. Birmingham is in just as 
bad a way as Atlanta, some people may say 
worse. 

Now, of course, there is no one man of 
large affairs in Birmingham, of demonstrated 
business genius, who would voluntarily offer 
to do what Mr. Candler is about to do in At- 
lanta. And if there is not one, certainly 
there are not five men of that type who would 
step into the breach at this juncture, save 
under the most extraordinary pressure.

I will now take up another phase of the 
general question of the future status of this 
road, viz.: the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting the paralleling of it, and 
will give the reasons why I believe the gen- 
eral assembly ought to rescind the proposed 
amendment; or, if it does not do 30, why, 
in my judgment, the voters of Georgia ought 
to fail to ratify it. 

I will later give the reasons why I be- 
lieve the state should not undertake to ex- 
tend the road to the sea. 

Let me here say again that I know that 


the views I shall advance are radically at: 


variance with those almost universally ex- 


pressed by the public men who have thus 
far spoken on this subject. And I know 
that I go counter to the wishes of many of 
my best ftiends in middle and south Geor- 
gia, certainly as regards the proposed ex- 
tension of the road to the sea; but, while 
according to all of those gentlemen perfect 
honesty of purpose, I fee! it my duty to give 
my reasons “for the faith that is in me.” 

[ trust that this spirit of mutual tolera- 
tion will prevail among all of us who write 
Or speak our judgment upon this subject 
of such great and abiding interest to our 
State. 


First, then, as to the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment prohibiting the paralleling 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad. The 
“parallel column” certainly has a bearing 
in showing how this amendment, if it be 
adopted, will put the constitution of Geor- 
gia in opposition to itself. Let us note: 


“The general assem- 
bly of this state shall 
have no power to au- 
thorize any corporation 
to buy shares or stock 
in any other corporation 
in this state or else- 
where, or to make any 
contract or agreement 
whatever with any such 
corporation which may 
have the effect, or be 
intended to have the ef- 
fect to defeat, or lessen 
competition in their re- 
spective businesses, or 
to encourage monopoly ; 
and all such contracts 
and agreements shal! be 
lilegal and void.’’--Con- 
stitution of Georgia, Ar- 
ticle IV., Paragraph 4 

“To insure justice to 
all.”’*-—Preamble to the 
constitution of Georgia. 


“NO corporate power 
or privilege shall ever 
be granted by the sec- 
retary of state to any 
private company to 
bulld a line of railway 
paraliel with the track 
of the Western and At- 
lante railway, or that 
will depreciate the val- 
ue of said Western and 
Atlantic railway, 80 
long as the same re- 
mains the property of 
this state.’’'—-Proposed 
amendment to Article 
III., Section 7, Para- 
graph 18, Constitution 
of Georgta. 


Now, I am aware that a ready answer 
to the above parallel is. that it does not fit, 
that the first applies to the purchase of 
stock, or the making of other contracts 
or agreements by a road already bulit, and 
the latter applies to the building of a new 
road. 

But we are dealing with the substance, 
not the form. As the United States supreme 
court indicated in a recent decision: “We 
must look through the form into the very 
heart and substance of the matter.” The 
clear intent of the constitution is that no 
Georgia, which is already built 
or which may be built, shall have its gen- 
eral status or its operating affairs so manip- 
ulated by its owners as “to defeat or lessen 
competition . . Or to encourage monopoly.” 
If, therefore, the state, with the above ex- 
tract from her constitution before her, by 
her own act shall use her own road in such 
manner as to defeat competion by preventing 
the building of a competitive railroad; or to 
lessen, or restrict, it by allowing two rail- 
roads, already built, to compete with it, but 
refusing to allow competition to assume pro- 
portions it would take if another road be 
built by preventing the building of the lat- 
ter, then she clearly puts the proposed amend- 
ment into logical antagonism with the sec- 
tion above quoted, if the proposed amend- 
ment be adopted. She cannot afford to de- 
feat one of her most’ carefully considered 
mandates by a flank movement. She cannot 
properly establish a code of law, or of mor- 
als for herself which is in opposition to that 
she establishes for her citizens and enforces 
over them under precisely identical condi- 
tions. 


But this proposed amendment to the con-' 


stitution, in its apparent intention, not only 
comes intu collision with the very essence of 
the words concerning competition, which is 
the conduct of business as against rivals in 
the sam@line, but it bears upon, or, rather, 
against, another part of article 4, paragraph 
4, viz.: “or to encourage monopoly.” 1 siy, 
“apparent intention,’ because the avowed in- 
tent of the amendment is “to prevent the 
paralleling of the track of the Western and 
Atlantic railway.” (See directions for sub- 
mitting the amendment to the popular vote. 
See also the text of the proposed amendment.) 
the Western 
and Atlantic railroad in its possession of a 
monopoly “so long as the same remains the 
property of this state.” 


W. & A. Already Paralleled. 


But the Western and Atlantic, by the 
state's consent, is already paralleled hy two 
railroads leading, like it, out of Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn., into Gieorgia. Each of these two 
railroads, like the Western and Atlantic, has 
continuous tracks from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta. These railroads are the Southern rail- 
way and the Central of Georgia railway. 
Therefore, the Western and Atlantic has not 
even now a monopoly. In fact, since putting 
the constitution in conflict with itself is an 
unheard of proceeding, | must coin a word to 
describe the status In which this amendment, 
if adopted, will really put this road. Monoply 
comes from monos (one alone) and polein (to 
do business). If there were only the West- 
ern and Atlantic crossing the Georgia-Ten- 
nessee state line, as the wording of this 
amendment would indicate, the state would 
have a monopoly, in other words, ‘the’ whole 
cheese.’ If there were only her road and 
the Southern railway, she would be a part- 
ner in a duopoly, which, we poi say, is a 
power to trade confined to twd persons. But 
the Central railway has to be considered as a 
partner, hence this amendment will estab- 
lish a triopoly, or, in other word,’'one power 
of supreme control shared by three, to which 
no fourth partner will be admitted, regard- 
less of his merit, regardless of the benefit 
his admission might bring to the people 
of the state. 

Now, I ask, why was the state so in love 
with the southern railway’s predecessor in 
ownership that she allowed it, in 1882, to 
build a line competing with her own road, 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta, and why did 
she allow the Central railWway’s predecessor 
in ownership to build a line competing with 
it from Chattanooga, in 1887, if she now is in 
earnest in her intention to allow no compet- 
ing line to be built in or after 1916? What 
was her motive then, and how can it be the 
same now? And what bond of affection for 
the Southern and Central railways causes her 
to practically propose to form a transporta- 
tion trust, composed of herself and the South- 
ern and Central railways, with the avowed 
object of protecting one of themselves, hence, 
logically, all three, by putting a stop to rail- 
road building in upper Georgia, which would 
bring competition to the three?’ 

Where is the logic, or where is the jus- 
tice in her present attitude as made clear in 
the proposed constitutional amendment? I 
say justice, because in the first sentence of 
the constitution we see that it was framed 
“to insure justice @ all. If she insured 
justice to tworrailroads by authorizing them 
to parallel her own road in 1882 and 1387, 
how does she propose “to insure justice te 
all” by denying to a third railroad in 1916 
and to possibly others in after years, the 
same right? And how is she going to get 
back or otherwise maintain monopoly even 
for herself by denying to a third company 
the right to parallel the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad? 

Equal Rtghts and Obligations. 


But let us use the parallel column again. 
The genius of the constitution of Georgia is 
the protection of ql! her citizens and proper-

Unjust Discrimination Prohibited. 

Supplementing the above two extracts 
from the constitution, read the following 
from the cude of Georgia, section 1288: 

“The obligations of the state to the pub- 
lic concerning said (Western and Atlantic) 
road, and of the public to said road are the 
same as govern other railroads of this state, 
so far as is consistent with the sovereign 
attributes of this state, and the laws of force 
for its conduct.” 

But [ will probably be met again by the 
declaration that the two Sides of the parallel 
are not in the same category. Again, how- 
ever, | will say that the general intent of 
the constitution will not permit itself to be 
defeated by avmere construction of language 
used in a proposed amendment to it. “What 
Sreat charter of our rights says: “Protection 
to person and property is the paramount duty 
of government and shall be impartial and 
complete.” This certainly was intended to 
apply not only to persons and property ex- 
istent in 1877, but also to similar persons 
Now, how car 
the government of Georgia give impartial 
protection to other railroad companies when, 
by all logic, it says that the Southern and 
the Central railways shall be allowed to 
parallel and compete with the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, but that no other railroac 
Shall be allowed the same privilege. 

I call your particular attention to 
words: “The obligation of the state to the 
public concerning said road <, ee ie 
sgine as govern other railroads of the state.” 
Is she discharging her obligation to the pub- 
lie when she proposes to do with h + road

The constitution intends to permanently 
prevent unjust discriminations, and makes it 
the duty of the general assembly to perma- 
nently prohibit unjust discriminations on the 
various railroads of this state; and. as shown 
above, it distinctly says that the exercise of 
the right of eminent domain and of the police 
power of the state “shall never be abridged, 
nor so construed as to permit corporations to 
conduct their business in such a manner as 
to infringe the equal rights of individual or 
the general well-being of the state.” Note 
the words “shall never,” which necessarily 
were intended to apply during all the future, 
not merely during the then prsent. And nec- 
essarily they not only bar existent corpora- 
tions from the power “to conduct their busi- 
ness in such a manner,” but they also bar the 
state herself from using a round-about meth- 
od to accomplish for herself the very pref- 
erential process eee she forbids to her cit- 
izens. And in the cde in point she cannot 
secure this preference for herself except by 
securing it also for two privately-owned rail- 
roads over all_other such roads. 

She has allowed the right of eminent do- 
main to be exercised in the condemnation of 
private property necessary for building two 
competitors to her own road She has al- 
lowed the Southern railway to infringe upon 
the very right-of-way of her own road in and 
near Atlanta and Dalton. She has allowed 
the Cincinnati Southern railway to infringe 
on that right-of-way at and near Chattanoo- 
ga. She has allowed the lL. & N., through its 
predecessors in ownership, te infringe on 
that right-of-way at and near Marietta. Why 
then does she give it one “‘in-my-house” priv- 
ilege she had given to the Southern and the 
Cincinnati Southern and now seek to deny 
it to the other great privilege she had giv- 
en to two other roads?” Nay, she cannot now, 
in justice, abridge the exercise of that gen- 
eral right to her road by forbidding a 
third company to build a parallel Jine to It. 
She cannot. with dignity or consistency. say, 
as do some politicians: “T have changed 
my mind.” In section 1288 of her code she 
has established a standard for herself con- 
cerning her road She must protect her good 
faith. Her reference to the “sovereign at- 
tributes” of the state manifestly refer to her 
police powers and the like and cannot be con- 
strued as a claim that she has the right to 
forbid to other roads a monopoly or the 
exercise of the right to discriminate and 
then, as TI have indicated, to build or own a 
road which will hold a monopoly as against 
her citizens. or be used to discriminate 
against her citizens in their exercise of trans- 
portation or commercial business. 


A Questionable Attitude. 


The state, therefore, undoubtedly puts her- 
self in a very questionable attitude when she 
says in the language of the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment that no privat® company 
shall be allowed to Wuild a line of railway 
parallel with the Western and Aftlantiec rail- 
way, or that will depreciate the value of said 
railway “so long as the same remains the

How, then, does the state make 
her constitution good and “insure justice te 
all” by forbidding the paralleling of this road

Is this protection impartial and complete? If 
this road ought be protected from being 
nag ih ae it ought to be protected no 
matter who or how many own it. The state 
is no better than the people who compose the 
state. And many have no rights in the own- 
ership and control of property different from 
the rights of a few 

But another phase of this 
paralleling amendment to the 
found in the following words in the latter 
part of it, viz.: “or that will depreciate the 
value of said Western and Atlantic railway.” 
Therefore the proposed amendment not only 
forbids the building of any railway line which 
will parallel the Western and Atlantic road, but 
it also forbids the building of any other line 
which “will depreciate the value of” that 
road. It therefore, in effect, for'ids'§ the 
building of any other trunk lines in north 
Georgia. 

Let us see how this will work. From time 
to time in the past we have noted the plan to 
build a railroad from Chattanooga to Au- 
gusta. This is not &a chimerical scheme. At 
some time. mavbe in a few years, capitalists 
will likely make this plana reality, if not pre- 
vented by law from doing sv. If built, tne

Norfolk, Va., July 27..—-At least five

Convicts Become Scarce 
In Augusta Because of 
New Prohibition Law 


Augusta, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
The streets and drains department of 
the city council is up against it for 
convict labor since the advent of the 
new prohibition law. Nearly three 
months of prohibition has depleted the 
'ranks of the convicts sent up from: the 
' recorder’s court to such an extent that 
the department of streets and drains 
has been compelled to employ outside 
labor. YVrior to May 1 there was never 
less than forty convicts on the city 
gang—frequently there were sixty or 
seventy—but during the past several 
weeks the warden has been making out 
as best he could with only nine of- 
fenders doing time.

LEASE OF STATE ROAD 
UPPOSED BY ALEXANDER 


Hooper Alexander, United States dis- 
trict attorney, who appeared before 
the joint house and senate Western 
and Atlantic committee on Wedensd@#y, 
speaking for the bill to authorize the 
Western and Atlantic commission to 
receive proposals for the extension of 
the state road to the sea, has sent The 
Constitution the following communi- 
cation explaining his position: 

Editor Constitution: Your report” this 
morning as to what transpired yesterday 
before the senate committee for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad indicates that the re- 
porter must have misunderstood what I sald 
in reference to the lease of the W. & A. for 
forty-seven years. [ said that there were 
a great many people who were of the opin- 
ion that it would be prudent to make the 
lease expire in forty-seven years for the 
reason that the lease of the Cincinnati 
Southern terminates in that time. Speaking 
personally, I am opposed to any tease of 
the road at all, and bitterly opposed to any 
sale of it. If a lease is made, I agree with 
ex-Governor Brown that it ought not to 
be for more than thirty years. I said, how- 
ever, that the interests represented by me 
are willing to make a proposal for a lease 
for any length of time the legislature might 
desire to prescribe, whether it be thirty 
years, or fifty years, or forty-seven years 

My clients are making no proposal at the 
present time, and will not make any pro- 
posal as long as the law stands in its pres- 
ent shape. There are two bills pending be- 
fore the house and senate committees, con- 
templating that the state shall untie its 
hands and put itself in a position where bids 
can be received. It is understood that these 
bills emanate from interests represented by 
Mr. J. A. J. Henderson, and that’ Mr. Hen- 
derson has indicated a willingness on the 
part of his clients to make what I consider 
a liberal and advantageous proposition to 
the state. Whenever the state is in a post- 
tion to listen to such a proposal, Mr. Hen- 
derson has expressed the opinion that there 
will be other competitors besides the in- 
terests represented by him. I appeared he- 
fore the senate committee to express the 
opinion that Mr.. Henderson's request is 
reasonable one, and that it will be wise for 
the state to agree to it, that is to say. to 
make some provision under which bids can 
be at least considered. IL said tn the com- 
mittee that IL represented an interest which 
is desirous of making a bid along the same 
general lines with Mr. Henderson's and in 
competition with his client. and that all 
they ask is an opportunity for an open field 
and a fair fight. 

[ am reluctant, however, to appear in the 
attitude of advocating a lease for forty- 
seven years. Speaking personally for my- 
self, I think the wise course for the state 
of Georgia to take is to extend the road 
on its own responsibility and operate it. and 
make no contract with anybody, and make 
no lease to anybody. If, however, the state 
is determined to lease the road, it ought not 
to remain in the position where there can 
be but one possible competitor for the lease.
